Hence as individual Spirit- 
ualists differ in their ability to determine what is truth, on 
account of diversity in original endowments, inherited ten- 
denejes, early inculcations, acquired knowledge, mental 
power, and spiritual discernment, it cannot be otherwise 
than that they arrive at different conclusions on many points 
of theory or doctrine. This we think fully answers the 
question why Spiritualists differ? 

Stil it doubtless seems very strange to our correspondent,

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‘Know of enoti other, They nè doubtless grouped by the 
faw of afinity or sympathy, and separates by naturai an- 
tipnthies or diversities of genius, nadn this world, only moro 
perfeotly, Hence, ona who in this world nover heard of 
Jesus the Christ, or hourd of Iim only to feola repugnutice 
to him, would not be likely in K other life to be attracted 
to the ‘manslon' or state of being p whioh that exalted per- 
somage now dwells, And many, doubtless, who thought 
they believed in him hero, and supposed they wero goling to 
his blessed arms, ‘at the right hand of God,' have found that 
they had so utterly misconceived his true character, and 
possessed to little of his spirit, that centuries muy elapse be- 
fore they will be fitted for even n glimpse of his divine ra- 
diance, Hence it is no uncommon thing for communicating 
epee to say they bave searched the spirit world over, ij. è. 
thelr narrow conception of it), and can find no such hein 

there, On the other hand, there are others who affirm, with 

titude and tender emotions, that they have heen granted 

interviews with the Nazarene, as an objective and most 
lovely aa well as august being, and that they recognize him 

subjectively as a mighty inspiring influence, prompting to 

all good, noble and humanitary deeds, in fact, the centre of 
the mightiest uplifling and renewing force that reaches this 
planet. Such positive testimony, in our view, outweighs a 
thousand-fold all the negations of unspiritual ipinita, and all 

the doubts and cavils of egotistic mortals as well. : 

“Our clerical friend, and others of his class, may think 
that a belief in the Bible ag ‘of divine guthority in all mat- 
ters of faith and pragtice,’ gives one an advantage over the 
Spiritualist, whole obliged to depend-on his own fallible 
truth-determiniifg powers, We donot see itso.

And the exercise of the right of private interpretation of 
this infallible authority regults in a wide variety and confiict 
of opinion, as seen in the hundreds of. sects to-day. So that. 
an infallible book is of little account without an infallible in- 
terpreter of it ; bark oat ; 

-The Romanist avoids the difticulty by abdicating the use 
of the individual powers in endeavoring to ascertain truth, 
and leaving allto the authority of the church, This, no 
doubt, is a great saving of mental effort and toil to the indi- 
vidual, but it regultg in the utter loss of growth of mental . 
power and morai perception which comes of effort and exer- 
cise. Hence, the laity of the Roman Church, as a rule, are 
children and imbecileg in this department, and it is the pol- 
icy of the Church tokeep them such. And, asa matter of 
fact, the same is.largely the case in the Protestant churches, 
because the great majority of their members arrive at their 
religious convictions mainly as the result. of parental influ- 
ence’ and early indoctrination, or powerful psychological 
forces brought to bear in times'of excitement, rather than 
from independent and intelligent study on their own part, 

For the church of the future are’ wanted, not mere. chil- 
dren in intellectual and moral discernment, who are depen- 
dent on authority for their opinions, but men and. women 
who have by exercise developed their own powers of dis- 
crimination, and are thus. able to stand on their own feet. 
The great Spiritual movement «f our day, by the very di- 
versity and incongruity of the ideas which it has precipitated 
from the unseen world, rendering reliance on spirit author- 
ity utterly impossible to any intelligent mind—and this com- 
pelling the use of the individual powers—is just the agency 
which is to train the men and women of the New Age.
